Steel Corporation 


PRICES TO BE MODIFIED 


Action Taken to "Retain Fair Share 


of 
the 
Business"—Independents 


Taken by Surprise and Begin Scur- 
rying For Business—Tariff Reduc- 
tion of From Thirty to Fifty Per- 


cent Expected by the Manufacturers 


New York, Feb. 20.—An "open" 


market in the iron and steel trade that 
manufacturers believe -will lead to a 
stimulation of the industry was creat- 
ed when Chairman Gary of the di- 
rectorate of the United States Steel 
corporation made an official announce- 
ment that the "leading manufacturers 
of iron and steel have determined to 
protect their customers, and, for the 
present, sell at such modified prices 
as may be necessary with respect or 
different commodities in order to re- 
tain their fair share of the business." 
The prices which may be determined 
•ipon will be given by the manufac- 
turers to their customers direct. 


The action of-the leading manufac- 


turers In effecting an open market fol- 
lowed a series o£ 
conferences 
that 


have been held here for the last three 
days by Gary and the heads of the 
various subsidiary companies ot the 
steel corporation, together with offi- 
. cials of other 
steel 
manufacturing 


companies. 


Chairman Gary, in the official state- 


ment, says that the 
smaller 
stee! 


manufacturing concerns, for one cause 
or another, particularly the tariff agi- 
tation, have become more or less ex- 
cited and demoralized, and have beei1 


selling their products below those 
prices generally maintained; this leii 
to unreasonable price cutting by cer- 
tain manufacturers who, though op- 
posed to a change, felt the necessity 
of protecting their customers. 


It is reported that certain independ- 


ent steel manufacturers were surprised 
when they learned that the United 
States Steel 
corporation 
had 
gone 


back to the old Carnegie steel price 
policy; that there will be an open 
market for steel from now on and that 
indications point to a fight to a finish 
among the various steel companies. 


A representative of one large inde- 


pendent company said that the action 
of the United States Steel company 
was taken without consulting the in- 
dependent companies and many of the 
latter companies yesterday sent their 
sales agents scouring the country for 
orders for steel at prices consider- 
ably below existing quotations. 


Manufacturers are now convinced 


that the-reduction in steel duties will 
be much more severe than expected. 


'-Not long ago the feeling prevailed 
'" that the steel schedule would be cut

JURY DISPENSED WITH 


PROPOSED BY PRESIDENT 


Forty-Five Nations Represented at 


The Hague Peace Conference Are 


Expected to Accept Invitation—En- 


gineering of the Movement Will Be 
Left to the United States—World- 


Wide In Its Scope 


"Washington, Feb. 20.—So thor- 


oughly impressed is President Roose- 
velt with the necessity of conservation 
of the natural resources of the world 
that he has directed Secretary of State 
Bacon, at tiie suggestion of the North 
American conservation conference in 
session here, to extend a formal in- 
vitation to foreign powers to partici- 
pate in an International conference.1 to 
deal with this important problem to 
be held at The Plague next September. 
All of the forty-five nations represent- 
ed at The Hagu< peace conference will 
tie invited to participate. 


The announcement of the proposed 


international gathering was made pub- 
lic by President Roosevelt following 
a luncheon which he gave In honor 
of the commissioners from this coun- 
try, Canada and Mexico, who are in 
attendance upon the North American 
conservation conference. 
In addition 


Ambassador Bryce o£ Great Britain, 
Senator Knox and others were pres- 
ent. 


In an official statement given out at 


the White House it was announced 
that the conference of delegates is 
convinced of the importance of the 
movement for 
the 
conservation 
of 


natural resources on the continent of 
North America, and believes that it 
is of such a nature and of such general 
importance that 
it 
should 
become 


world-wide in its scope, and therefore 
suggested to the president that all 
nations should be Invited to join to- 
gether in conference on the subject 
of world resources 
and 
their 
in- 


ventory, conservation and wise utili- 
zation. 


Anticipating the wide interest that 


naturally would be aroused In other 
countries by the present conference, 
the 
president 
himself 
foresaw 
th.e 


probability that it 
would be the 


precursor of a world conference. 
In 


January last the principal govern- 
ments were informally sounded to as- 
certain whether they would look with 
favor upon an Invitation to send dole- 
gates to such a conference. 
The re- 


sponses have so far been uniformly 
favorable. 


It is believed that all nations in- 


vited will accept the invitation with 
the same degree of cordiality with 
which Canada and Mexico accepted 
the invitation to participate in the 
North America conference. 
Inasmuch 


as the move has been taken by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, the engineering of the 
matter wll be left to this government, 
[t is probable that the various govern- 
ments will send from three to five 
representatives each, but that will be 
left entirely with them. 


In an official statement by Secre- 


tary Bacon it was stated that "such a 
conference might well consider a gen- 
eral plan for 
an 
inventory of 
the 


natural resources of- the world and of 
devising a uniform scheme for the ex- 
pression of the world results of such 
inventory to the end that there may be 
a general understanding and appre- 
ciation of the world's supply of the 
material elements which underlie the 
development of civilization and 
the 


welfare of the people of the earth."
